Therefore a trail
section and one sign were moved to within town property.

Foliage walk in Glen Oakes was very successful, with about 25 attendees, most of the
attendees had never been to Glen Oakes before.

Applied for PSNH grant for bog bridges for Glen Oakes, a few more signs and posts, and
blaze paint.

DH to talk to
grade school and Boy Scouts to further promote.
